The  licensed  auctioneers  are  Ira  M.  Goldberg  and 
Lawrence  S.  Goldberg,  The  Auctioneer  and  the  Cataloger  are  Superior  Galleries  (N.Y.)  a  New  York  Corporation. 

2.  The  auctioneer,  and  cataloguer,  Superior  Galleries  reserves  the  right  to  include  in  any  auction  sale  its  own  material  as  well  as  material  from 
affiliated  or  related  companies  (including  Superior  Galleries  (New  York)  a  New  York  Corporation,  and  Superior  Stamp  &  Coin  Co.,  Inc., 
a  California  Corporation  hereafter  collectively  referred  to  as  Superior"  which  reference  includes  their  affiliated  or  associated  companies).

b.  No  lot  may  be  returned  without  prior  written  consent  of  Superior.

h.  Grading  or  condition  of  rare  coins  may  have  a  material  effect  on  the  value  of  the  items  purchased;  and  the  opinion  of  others  (including 
affiliated  companies)  may  differ  with  the  grading  opinions  or  interpretations  of  Superior.  Such  difference  of  opinion  (including  whether 
the  coin  has  been  cleaned,  or  is  or  is  not  of  a  particular  grade  or  quality)  is  not  grounds  to  return  an  item  purchased;  and  that  all  sales 
of  items  viewed  by  a  purchaser  in  advance  of  a  sale,  even  if  the  sale  is  by  mail,  and  all  lots  bid  upon  by  floor  bidders,  and  those 
presenting  Superior  with  a  resale  certificate,  are  final.

Bidders  wishing  to  pick  up  their  lots  must  provide  Superior  with  their  New  York  resale  certificates,  or  New  York  State  issued  Out-of-State 
resale  permit  (OSR  Permit)  or  pay  local  sales  tax  at  the  rate  of  8.25%  or  applicable  local  rates.  This  applies  equally  to  dealers  from  the 
United  States,  and/or  from  outside  the  United  States.  New  York  State  law  requires  that  sales  tax  be  imposed  if  a  resale  certificate  or  OSR 
Permit  is  not  on  file  with  Superior  and  the  lots  are  picked  up  in  New  York  or  shipped  to  a  New  York  address.  Superior  can  assist  a  bidder 
in  obtaining  an  OSR  Permit,  if  requested,  ten  (10)  days  prior  to  the  sale.  On  any  tax  not  paid  by  purchaser  which  should  have  been  paid, 
even  if  not  collected  by  Superior  by  mistake,  error,  negligence  or  gross  negligence,  purchaser  agrees  to  pay  the  same  on  demand  together 
with  any  interest  or  penalty  that  may  be  assessed.

It  is  the  buyer’s  responsibility  and 
obligation  to  have  the  lots  fully  insured  while  in  his  or  her  possession.  Risk  of  loss  is  on  the  buyer.  If  a  dispute  arises  concerning  ownership 
of  a  lot  that  has  been  bid  upon,  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  commence  a  statutory  interpleader  proceeding  at  the  expense  of  the  consignor 
and  successful  bidder  and  any  other  applicable  party,  and  in  such  event  shall  be  entitled  to  its  reasonable  attorney’s  fees. 

26.  In  the  event  a  successful  bidder  fails  to  make  payment  when  due,  Superior  reserves  the  right  to  resell  the  merchandise,  or  to  have  an 
affiliated  or  related  company  do  so,  and  bidder  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  cost  of  such  a  sale  and  also  to  successful  bid,  together  with 
any  incidental  costs  of  sale  and  also  to  pay  any  difference  between  the  resale  price  and  any  previous  disbursements,  including  reasonable 
attorney’s  fees.  Such  expenses  may  include  the  cataloguing  of  an  item,  and  any  other  reasonable  charges,  including  securing  opinion  of 
counsel  if  necessary  and  the  buyers  premium  .  Any  excess  shall  accrue  to  Superior  as  part  of  the  cost  of  undertaking  the  sale. 

27.  Purchaser  agrees  that  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  or  relating  to  the  formation,  interpretation  or  performance  of  these  Terms 
and  underlying  transactions  or  the  breach  thereof,  is  subject  to  binding  arbitration  in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Professional 
Numismatists  Guild,  Inc.,  except  for  any  claim  or  controversy  arising  out  of  non-payment  which  may  be  referred  to  judicial  proceedings 
at  the  option  of  Superior.  Arbitration  or  judicial  proceedings  shall  take  place  in  the  City,  County  and  State  of  New  York. 

28.  If  the  auction  invoice  is  not  paid  for  in  full  when  due  per  invoice  terms,  the  unpaid  balance  will  earn  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted 
by  New  York  law  until  it  is  paid.  In  the  event  it  exceeds  the  sum  permitted  by  law,  the  same  shall  be  adjusted  to  the  maximum  legal  rate. 
If  the  matter  is  referred  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  bidder  agrees  to  pay  all  reasonable  attorneys  fees,  court  costs  and  other  collection  costs 
incurred  by  Superior  or  any  affiliated  or  related  company  to  collect  past  due  invoices  and  that  the  service  of  process  by  certified  or 
registered  mail,  return  receipt  requested,  shall  be  sufficient  to  confer  full  "in  personam"  jurisdiction  over  bidder.  Bidder  is  also  liable  for 
post- judgement  costs  of  collection. 

29.  All  photographs  in  this  catalogue  are  of  the  actual  items  being  sold  but  may  not  be  the  actual  size. 

30.  Superior  and  the  auctioneer  reserve  the  right  to  postpone  the  auction  sale  or  any  session  there  of  for  a  reasonable  period  of  time  for  any 
reason  whatsoever,  and  no  bidder  or  prospective  bidder  shall  have  any  claim  as  a  result  thereof,  including  consequential  damages. 

3 1 .  Neither  Superior,  the  Auctioneer,  or  any  affiliated  or  related  company  shall  be  responsible  for  incidental  or  consequential  damages  arising 
out  of  any  failure  of  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  auction  and  sale  or  the  conduct  thereof  and  in  no  event  shall  liability  for  any  such  failure 
exceed  the  purchase  price  paid.

35.  Should  any  third  party  attempt  to  utilize  any  warranties  contained  herein,  they  shall  first  give  Superior  thirty  (30)  days  written  notice  by 
Registered  Mail  or  Certified  Mail  Return  Receipt  Requested  during  which  time  Superior  may,  should  it  choose  to  contest  the  third  party’s 
claim,  ask  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild  Inc.  or  the  American  Arbitration  Association  to  appoint  a  panel  of  three  arbitrators  skilled 
in  the  field  to  make  such  a  determination  at  City,  County  and  the  State  of  New  York.  By  seeking  to  use  such  remedy,  the  third  party 
unequivocally  and  without  reservation  consents  to  binding  arbitration,  and  its  conclusive  and  binding  determination  of  any  alleged  damages 
as  a  sole  and  exclusive  remedy.  With  respect  to  any  other  pertinent  notice  requirements,  venue  and  personal  and  subject  matter  jurisdiction, 
said  third  party  is  bound  to  the  provisions  pertaining  to  bidders,  buyers  and  purchasers,  as  otherwise  provided  for  in  these  terms  of  sale.

Ruben  Reinoso 


Ruben  Reinoso  was  bom  January  3,  1934,  in  Quito,  Ecuador, 

South  America,  the  first  of  10  children.  He  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Isidro  Ayora  who  later  became  the  President  of  Ecuador. 

In  June  of  1955,  Ruben  came  to  the  United  States.  Months  later 
he  was  drafted  into  the  armed  forces  and  began  working  in  the 
U.S.  Naval  Intelligence  office. 

Several  years  later,  he  moved  to  San  Francisco  and  started 
working  for  a  publisher  in  the  bible  business.  Eventually, 
working  into  a  partnership  with  the  publisher,  Ruben 
established  a  Latin  American  arm  of  the  company  where  he  is 
now  the  Vice  President  of  Sales.  His  efforts  have  helped  make 
his  company  the  largest  seller  of  family  bibles  in  the  world. 

Ruben's  interest  in  coins  began  when  he  as  a  young  man  in 
Ecuador.  His  uncle  was  a  Senator  of  Ecuador  and  often 
showed  Ruben  the  interesting  coins  from  the  many  countries 
he  visited  in  his  official  duties.  In  later  years,  when  Ruben 
began  traveling  himself,  his  interest  in  coins  returned,  and  he 
quickly  started  a  collection  of  his  own. 

Soon,  his  interest  in  coins  grew,  from  a  sort  of  entertainment  while  on  the  road,  into  a  serious  pursuit.  "At  first,"  he 
said,  "during  my  business  trips,  I  looked  at  buying  coins  as  a  diversion  from  getting  into  trouble!  But  very  quickly, 
I  became  an  avid  collector."  By  the  early  60's,  Ruben  had  made  his  first  visit  to  Superior,  then  located  on  7th  Street 
in  downtown  Los  Angeles. 

"I  wandered  into  the  store  one  day  and  met  Larry  Goldberg  when  he  was  very  young,"  he  said.  "From  that  time  on, 
my  friends  at  Superior  have  offered  me  a  great  deal  of  help  in  shaping  this  fine  collection." 

The  majority  of  Ruben's  purchases  were  done  through  public  auction  sales.  His  goal  was  to  buy  only  the  highest 
quality  coins-especially  Latin  American  coins-regardless  of  price.  Because  of  this,  his  hand  was  often  the  last  one  up 
at  the  auctions  he  attended. 

His  interest  in  Latin  American  coins  created  a  challenge  for  him.  "The  Latin  American  coins  were  so  few,  and  of  those, 
even  fewer  were  quality  pieces.  It  became  my  goal  to  collect  the  finest  specimens  of  these  rare  Latin  American  coins- 
a  goal  I  have  pursued  for  thirty  years." 

Ruben  became  one  of  the  most  recognized  faces  in  the  local  Southern  California  auction  scene,  whenever  an  important 
collection  was  on  the  block.  A  fierce  competitor,  Ruben  rarely  went  away  without  the  prize.  He  was  one  of  the  biggest 
buyers  of  the  Federico  Claveria  and  Miguel  Munoz  Auction  Sales,  conducted  by  Superior  in  the  late  1970's. 

After  thirty  years  in  the  making,  Ruben  Reinoso  is  now  ready  to  sell  his  magnificent  collection.  "I  have  received  a 
great  deal  of  pleasure  from  this  effort,  and  now  I  wish  to  pass  it  on,  so  that  others  might  find  the  same  enjoyment  I 
did,"  he  said.  "I  also  wish  to  use  the  proceeds  to  help  my  children  in  their  chosen  careers." 

Ruben  and  his  wife  Lillian  are  the  proud  parents  of  eight  children,  five  of  whom  are  graduates  of  the  University  of 
Southern  California.  Others  are  graduates  of  DePaul,  University  of  Chicago,  and  San  Diego  State  University.  One  will 
soon  graduate  from  USC  School  of  Medicine.  When  asked  how  long  he  has  been  married,  Ruben  replied,  "All  of  my 
life!"  In  reality,  he  and  his  wife  Lillian  have  been  together  34  years.  "And  throughout  that  time,  my  wife  and  family 
have  supported  me  in  my  hobby.  I  now  wish  to  return  some  of  what  I  have  received." 

We  know  Ruben's  love  of  coin  collecting  has  shaped  much  of  his  life  and  directed  many  of  his  travels,  and  although 
he  has  chosen  to  sell  the  collection  of  a  lifetime,  we  don't  expect  much  time  will  pass  before  we  see  Ruben  back  in  our 
store,  looking  for  more  treasures  to  collect! 


N.  Geller 

Like  many  a  collector  bom  in  the  depression  era,  Eugene  N. 

Geller  found  an  inexpensive,  rewarding  and  satisfying  hobby 
in  coins.  He  was  bom  in  1932  in  Saint  Paul,  Minnesota,  the 
heart  of  the  nation's  breadbasket,  at  a  time  when  a  dime  or  a 
quarter  was  real  money  to  a  boy.  As  a  youth  in  the  early  1940's, 
the  collecting  bug  hit  him,  and  he  began  on  a  long  career  in 
numismatics  that — continuing  to  today — has  spanned  nearly 
half  a  century. 

Gene,  and  his  future  wife  Judy,  attended  the  University  of 
Minnesota,  where  he  graduated  in  1954,  and  she  in  1955. 

Shortly  after  graduation  the  newlyweds  pulled  up  stakes  and 
made  the  trek  to  Los  Angeles  (1956).  Together  they've  reared 
a  family  of  three  children  that  has  since  grown  to  include  three 
grandchildren.  Here  Gene  entered  into  the  envelope 
manufacturing  and  printing  business.  He  has  continued  in  that 
line  ever  since.  Both  he  and  his  wife  are  also  very  active  in 
community  affairs. 

Gene  likes  to  tell  his  friends  that  he  was  mystified  by,  and 
always  wanted  to  own,  the  Spanish  "Piece  of  8."  The  coin  has 
a  magical  quality  about  it,  connected  as  it  was  to  Columbus's  discovery  of  the  New  World  and  the  settlement  which 
followed,  as  well  as  to  our  own  Colonial  heritage.  He  acquired  his  first  Piece  of  8  in  the  early  1960's;  then,  another; 
and  another.  Pretty  soon  he  was  seriously  hooked  (joining  the  ANA  and  becoming  Life  Member  #955),  and  began 
saving  these  historic  Eight  Real  pieces  by  date  and  mint.  His  main  emphasis  was  on  Pillar  and  Bust  types  from 
Mexico,  Bolivia,  Peru,  Guatemala,  Chile,  and  Columbia — along  with  Provisional  Mints — by  date,  assayer,  and  variety, 
including  overdates.  Those  who  are  familiar  with  this  exciting  series  know  what  an  immense  undertaking  this  was. 

"Along  the  way,  I  put  together  a  large  reference  library,  and  acquired  considerable  knowledge  and  expertise  in  my 
specialty,"  he  likes  to  add.  "I  fortunately  was  in  the  right  time,  at  the  right  place,  when  major  collections  such  as 
Calbetto,  Elizondo,  Faistauer,  and  Ray  Johnson's  were  sold;  and  I  knew  enough  to  acquire  a  lot  of  key  varieties." 

Gene  goes  on  to  say  that  "I  had  extensive  dealings  with,  and  learned  a  lot  with  the  help  of,  a  few  key  dealers:  notably 
Freeman  Craig,  Dr.  George  Vogt,  Mike  Dunnigan,  Rick  Ponterio,  Jess  Peters,  and  many  others.  Working  with  them, 
I  managed  to  put  together  the  large  collection  of  Spanish  Colonial  Bust  and  Pillar  Eight  Reales  herein  listed." 

Indeed,  when  you  examine  the  sale  catalog  you  will  be  strongly  impressed  at  the  collection's  depth  as  well  as 
completeness.  (Many  of  the  pieces  were  bought  from  us  or  through  our  Superior  Galleries  auctions,  beginning  in  the 
early  1960's.)  Gene's  Lima  and  Santiago  collections  are  especially  noteworthy,  with  the  Lima  series  including,  as  far 
as  Gene  knows,  almost  every  known  variety  and  overdate  Bust  and  Pillar  Eight  Real  piece. 

"In  addition,  I  enjoyed  collecting  European,  Central  and  South  American  crowns,  together  with  a  small  American 
collection." 

Gene  concludes  by  revealing  what  every  true,  dyed-in-the-wool  coin  collector  eventually  finds  about  his  beloved 
hobby:  "The  fun  and  challenge  is  in  putting  together  a  large  and  complete  collection;  but  you  reach  a  point  where  you 
need  very  few  pieces,  which  are  usually  extremely  rare  and  not  obtainable;  and  all  you  have  is  a  large  collection 
gathering  dust  in  a  safe  deposit  box.  At  that  point  it  is  best  to  sell  the  collection  and  let  the  next  generation  of 
collectors  use  your  pieces  to  launch  their  own  sets.  This  sale  catalog  is  the  result. 

"I  plan  to  continue  coin  collecting.  It  is  in  my  blood,  but  I  will  pursue  different  directions." 

And  isn't  that  really  the  fun  of  coin  collecting?  That  you  can  pursue  whatever  direction  your  heart  and  mind  directs 
you;  into  whatever  interesting  field  your  curiosity  and  quest  for  knowledge  draws  you.  If  Eight  Real  coinage  is  your 
cup  of  tea,  then  attending  the  sale  of  the  Gene  Geller  collection  should  be  the  first  thing  on  your  list.

William  Waldorf  Astor  was  appointed  as  Minister  to  Italy  in  1881  by  President  Chester  A. 
Arthur  soon  after  he  succeeded  Garfield;  who  was  assassinated.  Mr.  Astor  apparently  assembled 
die  set  which  includes  a  rate  portrait  aureus  of  Julius  Caesar,  and  had  the  case  made  while  he 
served  as  Minister  to  Italy.
